In 1867 Mr. Meriwether met 
Jefferson Davis and was a 
guest in the Davis home in 
1887. He met Gen. Nathan 
Nathan Bedford Forrest i n 
1867 and was at his bedside 
when he died in 1877. 

Mr. Meriwether interview¬ 
ed Oscar Wilde when he lec¬ 
tured in Memphis in 1882. He 
dined with his son in London 
in 1958. 

In 1901 when Mr. Meri¬ 
wether ran for mayor of St. 
Louis. Big Business hired two 
gangsters to kill him; the plot 
was discovered just in time to 
same him from assassination. 

Mr. Meriwether has been 
called America’s champion 
marathon author. His first 
book was published in 1886 
and his last one was publish¬ 
ed in 1960. In this span of 74 
years. Mr. Meriwether has 
written some 22 books. 

Having grown up in the 
Southern tradition of states’ 
rights. Mr. Meriwether can 
still make an eloquent speech 
in defense of the action tak 
en by the South i n 1961. 
There isn’t a more Confeder 
ate Confederate anywhere 
than he. 


President John F. Kennedy 
and Elizabeth Taylor were 
named as the world’s most at¬ 
tractive personalities by col¬ 
legians in a nation-wide poll 
conducted recently by "Cam¬ 
pus Illustrated.” a national 
magazine.

Henry Ward Beecher, and 
Harriet Beecher Stowe whose 
Uncle Tom's Cabin helped to 
bring on the War Between 
the States. On this visit the 
hostess introduced the Meri¬ 
wethers to Mark Twain. As a 
boy. Mr. Meriwether was fas¬ 
cinated by seeing the home of 
Mark Twain—it was a hun¬ 
dred feet long and sixty feet 
wide, and at each end was an 
octagnoal lower, with forty 
rooms and enough bath rooms 
to supply a hotel. Mark show¬ 
ed them through the house, 
including the room in which 
he wrote Huckleberry Finn.
